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For the first time in nearly two years 
Mayor Ziegenhein attended Tuesday after- 
noon’s meeting of the board of police com- 
missioners. 

Though ex-officio a member of the board 
he has heretofore taken no active part in 
its deliberations. 

Prior to the beginnig of the session at 
o’clock, the Democratic members of the 
board conferred with Dr. Faulkner. Shortly 
after the executive meeting was called to 
order a messenger was sent out of the board 
room. Te returned a few minutes later with 
a copy of the revised statutes of Missouri. 

A member of the board stated positively 
before the meeting that Capt. Kiely would 
be the next chief of police. He said that

Chief John W. Campbell, prior to the 
board meeting, said to the Post-Dispatch: 

“T have not resigrned.’’ 

“Can you indicate what your course will 
be?’’ 

“T prefer not to discuss it.’ 

“Would you accept a captaincy if it were 
offered you?” 

“T cannot say until the offer is made.”’ 

Chief Campbell was commissioned for a 
term of four years by the board which was 
appointed immediately after the new police 
law went into effect, in August, 1899. That 
board, however, was never confirmed by the 
Senate, and its tenure of office expired with 
the appointment and confirmation of the 


new board 
Capt. Kiely accepted his present position 
after serving as assistant chief, while Chief 
Harrigan once took a lower position in the 
department after having served as its head. 
In case a new assistant chief of police is 
apointed it is expected that Chief Pickel 


will also be reduced to captain.

Mr. Johnson declared that the St. Nich- 
olas Hotel ticket represented the wishes 
of the accredited representatives of the Re- 
publican party, and that the candidates 
composing it should be distinguished from 
those who represented, as he believed. no 
more than their own personal aspirations. 
He did not believe that anyone would have 
difficulty in remembering that Mr. Parker 
was the caucus candidate, but he declared 
that confusion regarding the candidates 
for other offices would certainly result un- 
less his plan should be adopted. 

Judge Zachritz’s attorneys said the can- 
didates had filed their declarations individ- 
ually, and that all should be placed on the 
same footing by the board, and asserted 
that the law does not recognize caucuses 
of a few “self-constituted” party repre- 
sentatives. They objected to any arrange- 
ment of the ticket which would give an 
apparent regularity to a part of the ticket 
and make the others appear as independent 
candidates, 

Besides Judge Zachritz, most of the can- 
didates not included in the slate were pres- 
ent, and they indorsed the remarks of At- 
torneys Krum and Fauntleroy. 


It was announced at Tuesday’s meetin 
of the board that a Hst of judges an 
clerks satisfactory to both sides had been 
arranged, and that the choice of polling 
places had been made by the representa- 
tives of the two factions alternately. 

At the afternoon session the board de- 
cided to place the names of all Republican 
candidates for nomination on one ballot. 
This was regarded as favorable to Zachritz,

CAPEN DIVORCE GRANTED 


AFTER A SHORT HEARING 


WIFE MAKING NO DEFENSE 
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5 JULIUS BOYER. 


Wallace C. Capen-was granted -a divorce 
from Florence Lucas Capen at 11 o'clock 
Tuesday morning by Judge ‘Fisher. The 
stated ground was indignities. 

None of the parties to the suit were pres- 
ent when the decision was handed down. 

The testimony in the case was heard by 
Judge Fisher Monday. It was all pre- 
sented in the plaitntiff’s behalf. Atttorney 
W. H. Clopton, who was supposed to be 
looking after Mrs. Capen’s interests, was 
present, but took no part in the proceed- 
ings. The case went by default. 

Wallace C. Capen, plaintiff in the suit 
against Mrs. Florence Lucas Capen-for di- 
voree, teok the stand in Judge Tisher's 
court at 5:10 o’clock Monday afternoon. 

His testimony did not consume more than 
10 minutes. He told about his wife's al- 
leged attempts at suicide, saying that she 
once soaked matches in water and tried to 
drink the water and that when he pre- 
vented her she tried to cut the arteries, in 
her wrists. 

He also described an incident in Faust’s 
restaurant when, he avers, she flirted witn 
Julius Boyer and also an incident in the 
Planters’ Hotel cafe when, he alleges, sie 
struck him with an oyster fork. 

When recalled to the stand by his attor- 
ney, Morton Jourdan, he stated that the 
attempts to commit suicide were made on 
Dec. 5 at about 10:30 o'clock in the evening. 

Mr. Capen also told of his wife's failure 
to write to him while spending her vacation 
at Block Island, R. I.

Mrs. Florence Lucas Capen, from whom 
Wallace Capen secured a divorce, has been 
declared by many the most beautiful wom- 
an in St. Louis. She is about 25 years of 
age, stutely, a rich oliye complexion, lus- 
trous large dark eves and a suverb fig‘ire. 
She is the second daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
Robert J. Lucas of Normandy, St. Louis 
County. Her family is one of the oldest in 
St. Louis, and has been considered one of 
the wealthiest. 

Wallace Capen is one of the three sons 
of the late Geerge D. Capen, who was a 
wealthy insurance man &And was president 
of the Lindell Railway Ge. The Capen fam- 
ily have a magnificent Wome in Westmore- 
land place. 

The marriage of the couple on Sept. 1 
1897, was sudden. They went to the Record- 
er’s office without notifying their families 
and were married by a justice. 

For a few years prior to that, Florence 
Lucas had been a reigning belle in exclu- 
sive circles. She was selected as Queen of 
the Veiled Prophet's ball in 1895. She pre- 
ferred a yeuth named Guerin, whose home 
was in Columbus, O., to the others, how- 
ever, and their engagement was announced. 
The wedding date was set and he came to 
St. Louis. He had been here but a few hours 
when he learned that his fiance? and her 
family had declared the wedding off. No 
positive explanation was given at the time, 
but the impression was allowed to obtain

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PROFITABLE SMOKE CONSUMPTION, 


Qne of the best reasons for smoke consumption is that the 
ordinary, careless method of using bituminous coal is exceed- 
ingly wasteful. 

Besides the gas in every ton of soft coal there are 100 
pounds of tar and 20 pounds of ammonia. When the smoke 
is allowed to pour out into the air in a dense, black cloud, 
the greater part of this tar is lost. Of course the ammonia is 
a$ good as wasted, as the gas in coal which makes heat is car- 
bonated hydrogen, not ammonia. 

_ How to get the most out of soft coal is shown by the work- 
ings of a coke plant, in connection with steel mills, at Ensley,

«Ala. In making the coke all the volatile parts of the coal are 


saved. The tar and ammonia are washed out from the inflam- 
mable gas produced in the coke furnace. The hydrogen then 
‘Passes on to supply heat to produce the steel, while the tar is 
made into pitch and creosote and the sulphate of ammonia be- 
comes a valuable byproduct, profitably sold for refrigerating 
purposes. Perhaps the best we can do as yet, in the case of 
ordinary Manufacturing plants, is to prevent waste by a more 
thorough combustion of the coal, by the use of smoke preven- 
tion appliances ¢~ more perfect stoking.

Can Edward VII say “I can,” hedged about as he is with 
so-called constitutional restriction? If he says “I can” and 
then shows that “he can’t,” something will happen to him. 
The English people are not likely to kill another king who 
can't, but they may send him on his travels. 
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‘Congressman Sheppard of Texas has friends in St. Louis 
whose intluence may be potent to prevent his further blocking 
of the World's Fair bill in-the House.

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RAILWAY GRADE CROSSINGS. 


In Sunday's Post-Dispatch President McMath of the Board 
of Public Improvements urged the necessity of doing away 
with most of the grade crossings in St. Louis as one of the 
preparations for the World’s Fair: Mr. McMath found it neces- 
sary to adopt this method of bringing the subject before the 
public, because of the neglect of the mayor to submit the fte- 


}port of the Board of Public Improvements to the Municipal 


Assembly, though this need of the city was one of the topics 
discussed in that report. 

Progressive St. Louisans generally wiil agree that nothing is 
of more importance than the abolition of grade crossings if 
St. Louis is to take her place with the cities of the first rank 
in modern structure. Chicago has compelled the 22 railways 
entering its limits to raise or lower their tracks so that the 
inconvenient and dangerous grade crossings might be 
abolished. : 

Every year a large number of persons are killed or maimed. 
at grade crossings. and this condition naturally gets worse 
with the growth of the city and the extension of street railway 
traffic. As President McMath points out, the state of things 
will be intolerable during the World’s Fair if the grade cross- 
ings are left to impede traffic and endanger human life. 

The railways are amply able to bear part or all of the cost of 
doing away with grade crossings. It may not be necessary or 
practicable at this time to pass a sweeping law, but,the state 
Legislature should make such provision as will abolish these 
crossings in the congested parts of the city and at all points 
where increased travel and traffic is likely to cause great in- 
convenience and loss of life. 
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If the managers of the St. Louis Fair want to make the 
biggest hit on record let them secure Kansas as one of the 
features of their midway,” says the Chicago Times-Herald, 
But Kansas has much to exhibit other than Midway attrac- 
tions. When the time comes she will doubtless show the world 
that she has a great deal more than what goes to make up 
a midway.

Schwenker and Rosche Rest 
Close Together at Hospital. 


EACH HAS BULLET WOUND. 


FOUGHT OVER A PISTOL IN 
SCHWENKER’S STORE. 


Story of Shooting by Rosche, Mortally 
Wounded, Differs from that Told 
By His Employer and 
John Norris. 


Herman Schwenker, grocer, and Frank 
Rosche. his clerk, who shot each other 
early Monday night in the former's store at 
9683 Marcus avenue, occupy adjoining cots 


at the City Hospital. 

Schwenker'’s wound, which is in the shoul- 
der, is not considered serious. Rosche, 
who was shot through the liver and lung, is 
thought by Superintendent Nietert to be 
mortally wounded. 

The aartes of the shooting as told by the 
men differ.

It went off the second time 
while we both had hold of it and he fell.” 

Rosche said: “I was not drunk, and 
would not have shot Schwenker if he had 
not beaten me. 

“He did not shoot-me at all. While he 
and I were fighting over my pistol, young 
Norris ran behind the bar, got Schwenker’s 
pistol, and shot me.” 

Then the men were placed under ar- 
rést, a few minutes after the shooting, 
Rosche'’ s revolver had two empty chambers, 
and Schwenker’s was fully charged. 

Norris, in a statement to the police, de- 
nies taking any hand in the affray. His 


statement tends to corroborate that of 


Schwenkcr.

A warrant was issued Tuesday morning 
charging Rosche with asault to kill.

MONTGOMERY, Ala., Feb. 26.—The Leg- 
islature of Alabama has received a letter 
from ex-Senator David B. Hill of New York 
tendering his thanks for its request for an 
address from him and expressing his regret 
at being unable to comply. In part he 
wrote: ‘“‘The reference to political matters 
contained in the resolution leads me to say 
that the Democratic party, as the great

TO GRIEVE THE PHILATELISTS. 


Department Will Destroy a Quantity of 
Hawaiian Postal Cards. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 26.—Tomorrow 
morning the postoffice department will de- 
stroy about 54,000 postal cards, which be- 
longed to the Republic of Hawaii. There 
are about 28,000 l-cent and 26,600 2-cent cards 


to be burned. This last remnant of Ha- 
wali's postal service wiil de placed in a big 
furnace especially constructed by the re- 
demption division for the purpose of de- 
stroying the postage stamps and postal 
cards of Hawali’s republican government. 
Two weeks ago all of the Hawalian uncan- 
celled postage stamps obtainable were 
burned. Their face value was about $58,000, 
but if the department had the power to seil 
them at least $100,000 would have been given 
for them by enterprising collectors.
